Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicants' Representative, Mr. Gordon Nelson, telephoned the 
Examiner for clarification of the 35 USC 112, second paragraph rejections and claim objections relating to the claim 
dependencies. The Examiner explained that when the application is allowed the claims are renumbered and when a 
claim depends from multiple claims, for example, claim 119 depends on claims 112-118, it makes it difficult to decide 
which claim to depend the claim from in the claim tree (diagram). Mr. Nelson did agree to the Examiner's request to 
fax a copy of the amendment that he plans to submit for the Examiner to view.
